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The Social Operations of The Army Kevlewed by F. h Mcleiizie* 
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lASTB HUMANITY," is the title of a most interesting re- 
port of Tlie Salvation Army's Social Operations in Great 
Britain, by P. A. McKenzie, the eminent puhlicist . and 
famous war correspondent for the Laudon Daily • "Mall." 
JMr. McKenzie's preface to his brilliant sketches, is, a weighty 
to sociological literature. Writing of the workhouse Jiliase 
of poor relief, he says: — 

'•We have workhouses built with extravagance so excessive that the 
story of them sounds more like the Imaginings of a romancisti than sobej- 
fact, and managed with a careless prodigality of the ratepayers' money. 
The series of sordid and wretched scandals exposed during the l>ast two 
years has given abundant publicity to this. We have one workhouse 
adopting a system of electric lighting that was rejected by Buckingham 
Palace as being too expensive; another* stipulating that only the most 
costly- food should be given to its inmates; a third building; children's 
homes, where the expenses of maintenance works out at; from a guinea 
to thirty: shillings per. child per week. There are workhouses where the 
mere rentar charges for each five persons exceed the total income of the 
average lower middle-class family." ^ 

A Dilfef ence ia Cost. 

; He also says:— "Where I have -worked out costs on both sides. The 
Salvation Army does for $5,00, what costs the Guardians $15.00;" and 
."Thei funds of The Army are not only spent honestly, they are; well 
spent." 

Writing on the methods of The Salvation Army, Mr, McKenzle says: 
■.j"Those directing The Salvation Army Social Scheme are not mere 
Eentimefi:ta:listSi They recognise that they have a tremendously difficult 
problem to attack, and one that must be approached from every possible 
way. But while their methods are constantly developing, their principles 
remain the same. They go forth endowed with splendid optimism. 
'Despair of none,' is their motto. They believe that no man, however loWj 
is hopeless while he lives. Time after time I have boon amazed at their 
perseverance among people whom 1 would have cbnsiderod beyond ex- 
pectation of social recovery. The Army succeeds because it peeks not 
merely to produce 4n external change, but to turn, the hearts and build 
the characters of its converts. Modern science , and di.scovery have 
taught us much, but when we want- to turn men from evil to good, there- 
is no • stire^' way but old-fashioned, heart-searching, and heart-changing re- 
ligion. 

"In this work one sees bad men made good, and; scoundrels turned 
towards decency. Many are rescued who must otherwise hav« come up- 
on the Poor- Law; wives and deserted husbands are reunited; children 
are saved from: the Union braiid; and the iml'ortuuate are given a fresh 
chance in liffe. The workman who finds that conditions in oi\r cities 
afford no prospect for his- children is eucom-aged to establish .himself in 
i,hevop:enins lands of Greater Britain. The starving are firs<j^ed, and 
then approached by the most powerful: religious appeals. Tens of thous- 
ands of single working-men are provided with decent homes, in place of 
.: the old and degrading loagtng-houses they formerly had to inhabit. The 
loafer is- taught to help himself, >nd is given an opportunity to' work for 
- his. own board and lodging.: When the woman on the streets recoilafrom 
her life of shame she is taken, in hand, not as a semi-criminal: to be lec- 
tured and scorned,- :but as a sister to be loved and helped out of the mire 
iuto which she has fallen. This Social: Scheme- touches the problems of 
poverty and vice at a thousand points. It meets the prisoner at the jail 
gates; it takes the outraged child and makes her forget the past in a 
present of joy and hope; Its women workers search the slums day by 
day; its Officers and volunteers ifrallf.tlie- slreejs.pf -Ijondou every night, 
seeking out the homeless; it teaches the lazy industry, the drunken self- 
control, and the self-centred self-denial. 

How Mtn Go Down.'

■ Tie folXowlns is taken from a sketch of the free soup distribution at 
midnight, and in this connection we may say that during the year 1908, 
nearly 6,000,000 meals were either given or sold at very cheap rates by The 
Army in Great Britain. This extract shoWs how easy it is for one to 
become demoralised and disreputable in appearance';— 

'"Hopeless?" said The Salvation Army Oflicer in charge, as I went up 
to hith. "Unhelpable? I don't wonder that you think so. But you are 
wrong. My corupanion, who is working with me distributing- these tick- 
ets, was himself four years ago standing in a line like this, waiting for 
relief' Several of my oomrades, who are out. to-night searching the 
; fetre'fets foT starving men, have been 
' talj-en- from the crowd • on the Em- 
.banKinent.' W^a-r^' raising up out dl 
Mtbese very wastrels - decent, seltre"- 



Ijant citiens, as I w-;il show you if you come and look at our work." 

The Officer's companion joined in. ''Of course the men look dirty and 
slouching," he "said. "So would you within. a week if you were walking 
the streets of Loudon clay and night without home and without money. 
You could not help it. Leave a man on the streets for a few days with 
no where to go, and he must sink down. I know for I have been through 
it. The first night I found myself with empty pockets in London, I de- 
termined that I at least would make a fight for it tokeep myself straight 
and clean. I shall never forget that night. I thought that since I, had 
nowhere to go, I would walk out to Hammersmith and beyoud it, and 
then -work round .so as to be back in London by early morning. I did 
my -walk, only to find that I was back by midnight.. Then : came hour 
after hour of tramping, tramping, tramping. -I would not sit down'on the 
seats of the Embankment for fear of vermin, 1 did not know of any- 
where to go for relief. .From midnight to dawn . seemed as long as a. 
year, aud the day that followed, with its hopeless search for work, . seerb- 
ed longer stiH. Then came a second night, when I was glad to crouch 
down anywhere I could, until the police hurried me on. By the morning 
of the second day I was looking shabby, and by the end of a week, in 
spite of all my efforts I was a blear-eyed, timid, shrinking tramp. .If .The : 
Salvation Army had not found me then, I do not know wh'at the endiCOuld 
have been: Many a man in these Embanltment crowds has tried y and 
done his utmost,, but finds himself reduced; to a state where you, at first 
sight, would not entrust him to deliver a letter; for you round the next 
corner." 
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A Striking Case. 



The writer deals with all phases of Salvation Army Social Work, 
aud some of the stories told throw a strange light on the ways of our 
vaunted civilisation. Here is the case of a woman criminal: — • 

"It is not always the one in the cell who is the greatest offle3j4es,„_„ 
Let me take an example. A hard-working domes't'ic aiuyft^p*' — " 
greatly respected by her employers, married a young man, S"i 
.f 250.00 while in service. She soon- found that her niarriiig, 
great mistake. Her husband was a car^Jess ne'er-do-well. i 
bought the fur)iiture on the hire-payment system, a shocking thing- co~ i,, 
prudent soul, So she took out the greater part of her money and paid 
up for the goods. Three weeks after the wedding day she left the hub*"^i/' 
baud, in despa,ir, disgusted with his ill-treatment, but mutual friends JHi- ' 
plored her to go back. "Yort are his wife. You must submit to himv^' 
You may pull him round." And so she. returned. 

They had no child. Two years after they were married she adopted 
a baby.wheu three or four weeks ohb The struggle was very hard, and 
the .ivife had to put up with very tnuch. : The furniture went bit by bit, 
and finally the husbaud, who was^aii engineer, disappeared, leaving wife 
and child pemiiless. The, wife heard that the husband was at Greenock. 
She liurfied on there, Xound a room, and stayed iii it for two days, searcji- 
lug for her man. ; She could not find him, and without paying for her 
room (tor she had. no money), she went to Lochgelly, where she hoard he 
might be, 'There, too, she took a room, staying two or three days, and ~^^ 
went oft'when She learnt that he -was not there, "1 knew that I was do- 
ing wrong," she said, "but what could I do? I could not keep the child ' 
out In the cold all night. 1 had to have shelter for it."' The^i hesiring i 
her husband wag in Edinbni-gli, she~ rushed there and took h lod'ging. She 
could not find him in Edinburgh either, and the Edinburgh landlady had ', 
her arrested for -obtaining board and lodging on falsa pretences. ^ 

Cfttel Sentencest 

She was given sixty days' imprisonment, and when she .gtepped out 
of prison she was at once re-arrested for living two days at Loqhgelly 
without paying. For this she received a forty days' sentence. When she i 
came from that she was again re-arrested for the two days at Greenoob, ' 
and received thirty days more. At the beghining of her imprisonment 
the baby was taken from her because it was not her own child, and was 
sent back to its mother. The separation almost lirofce the woman's heart. 
For these few days of living in lodgings, under, surely, the nlost terrlb|e. 
temptation ever woman could have had to shelter Ijer child, sh,e W5ts thtis , 
given no less than 100 days' imprisonment. 

"To me it seems an incredibly cruel series of sentences. But that is ' 
not the question. She was in her cell, the child gone, sffe was hopeless 
and aid not know what to do. Then The Salvation Army Officei- -:;fteitea 
her. ■ 'Can I help you ' she asked. When the woman left she was .taken in 
at 'Ardeushaw.' There she proved a splendid case, hard-working^ patient. 
After a short time 'in the Home, a situation was founa," 
' for her, and her present employers- 
say that she- Is everyiiing they could 
desire." _ ^-'' . -

ARGARET B. DOWN- 
ING, a well - known 
writer, , contributes to a 
numbei? o f . American 
newspapers ,a new 
Sketch of Lady. Grey, wife of ;Barl 
Grey, Canada's Govsrhor-General; The 
sketch is written frota, Ottawa, and 
among other things contains the 
following:— 

Lady Grey has been accused oi: 
possessing many holjbies, but they 
are all on the side of philanthropy. 
Like all grande dames of the older 
world, she takes the duties of her 
position seriously. ' She assumes" that 
the obligation, to ' look after the 
physical ■ and moral well-being of 
those under her, is part of her lofty 
situation. Consequently she has taken 
up the 'work,' if not with the loud 
flourish of trumpets, as did the Count- 
ess of Aberdeen, at least as system- 
atically and enthusiastically. 

Lord Grey 'has two hobbies, relig- 
ion revival, .notably Salvation Army 
endeavour and temperance reform. 
Lady Grey is just as enthusiastic, 
though she cannot assume the leader- 
ship of such movements. .She makes 
frequent visits to the camps of .Gen- 
eral Booth's cohorts and she -takes" 
part in the exhortations, not In the 
form of set speeches op in the general 
assembly, but auietly and personally, 
as It were to a' few auditors. She 
belongs to almost every form of 
municipal or charitable " association 
established in Canada. It is said of 
her that sh© is somewhat lax about 
her social obligations, but about hor 
philanthropic work, never. In this 
regard she has distributed her 
favours impartially among French 
^nd Indian Catholics, Anglicans, 
BoOtch and Irish Presbyterians, that 
mysterious sect, the Doukhobors, the 
eemi-civilised' denizens of the Pacific 
plopa, and fashionable charities of 



the large Canadian cities, Toronto, 
Ottawa, Montreal, and Quebec. 

Lady Grey has patronized the home 
industries of the Dominion and has 
given an impetus to. native production. 
Though in London she is notably one 
of the liandsoaiest-gowned women of 
Mayfalr, in Ottawa she finds all she 
desires among the modistes and mil- 
liners there or in Montreal, Not a 
giarment comes from the other side, 
and she employs a small army of 
needle-women on her lingerie and 
lace, Her gifts to fyiends in. England 
or on the continent have taken the 
■form of Canadian products, the^ 
dainty embroidery at which the 
French nuns or the French gentle- 
women excel, the intricate but grace- 
fully dealgned native lace, and the 
exquisite jewellery of deliciate en-, 
amel. 

Lady Grey, though reserved and 
dignified, as , becomes tlie wife of a 
belted earl, and the queen of siich 
a vast domain, as the Dominion ot 
Canada, moves freely among the 
people, and is known nnd beloved 
by the, entire poorer class of Ottawa, 
where . she . lives the better part of 
the: yeaP; of Quebec, where' - she - 
spends .tha.;, summers,;, .ftnd. -in. Mcint-, 
...real,' her fa,vourite shopping point 
At Rideau Hail all the ceremony 
which ' pertains to, the homes of Brit- 
ish titled ofilcials is kept up, and the 
same is true , of the summer palace 
near., Quebec. .But ol;herwIse, Lady 
Grey moves , around much las Queen 
Alexandra does in London or Mrs. 
Roosevelt in Washington. When she 
appears in public, as the wife of 
King Edward's pro-consul, she Is 
gowned In becoming state, and her 
equipage would warm the hoart of 
the most "lirdent lover of pomp. Or- 
dinarily, she drives around in ,a small 
brougham, guiltless of emblazoned 
anns or liveried coachmen, ana she 
wears raiment as severe as . a nun's.

An Immense New Bridge. 

A new bridge, in many respects one 
-Of the most remarkable of engin- 
eering structm-Gs ever proposed, is 
to be built by tlie Penn.sylvanla Rail- 
way across the East Kiver, from Port 
Morris to- Queen's County, Long 
Island. Witli the approaches, it will 
be three m'iles long, and span the 
Hell Gate shii) channel with an enor- 
liious arch one thousand feet in the ' 
clear. The entire bridge, except the 
piers for' the'. a.rch, will be of ■ steel, 
having an estimated weight of eighty 
thousand tons'. The novel feature: of 
the plan is tl^^'t the train floor of the 
bridge, instead of resting on the 
crown of the arch, is' hung from it. 
Th crown i& three^ hundred feet aboyo 
the water, and the hoor 140 feet, en- 
abling the largest steamer to pass 
unde'r with' ease. 



Raising Submerged Timber. 

Far over eight}' j^ears, .five hundred 
cords of sunken pine piling have been 
lying . in the lake near .■ Kingston. An 
American,, oompauy. ha,B -now under- 
taken to ,raisQ this timber, -and take 
it b.v boat doWn the St. Lawrence to 
Ogdeiisburg, Where, it will be made 
into bleached soda pulp, This pulp 
is said to be inade by a secret chem- 
ioal process, for use in the manufac- 
ture of high grade stationery.

The Royal Elephant. ■ 

What the cow is to the humble, is 
1:he 'elephant to royalty. In every 
palace . courtyard stands ■ this kihg- 
beast-pf-the-stabl.ea ; as in the centre 
of every royal cow-shed one .flnds. a 
tiger in a cage; . for, singularly 
enough, tlris animal .is said, to bring 
good lucl!; to cows, probably by in- 
creasing their milk through, fear. 
The gi-eat beast Hathi often raanis 
unattended through the' bazaarg, and 
seems to know everybody, quite with 
the air of the "oldest inhabitant" of 
a New England "tillage. ,1/ 

The gorgepusness of the state ele- 
phant has often .been written, but no 
circus reproduction of Durbar-pageant 
gives any idea of iiia accoutered 
glory; the paintings.: of the late 
Edwin Lord Weeks were hi no way 
exaggerations, of his maguilicenge, 
which, overpowering as it seemg to- 
day, history tells to be but .a glimmer 
of forniGr .splendour. 

Rhinoceroses and Lions. 

In' .Tunagadh, Kathiawar, I saw" the 
royal rhinoceroses wander as freely 
through the bazaars aa elephants, 
, though with 'their " reptilian . liorjied 
snouts they look^ utterly untaniable; 
and, indeed, if of African j.aoe, would 
be so — ^but all Asiatic beasts are of 
milder nature. 

, His Highness thsj Nawab of Jun- 
agadh also enjoys the distinction 
of keeping the only preserve of 
lions left in Hindustan. In the 



■days ■. of the ■great . fossil ... saber- : 
toothed .tiger, these. l3eastS-T-'''whb ■ 
bore, 'in Implacable animosity for tho 
race of elephants and in the foro- 
points of whose crooked claws stuck 
the pearls torn from mammoth 
frontal-bones," roamed all over India; 
but now only a small herd Is left in 
the sacred Glrwar forest in this little 
corner of' the Maliratta peninsula. 
They are almost tame, are known 
and called by name. A few are 
kept around the palace of the king. 
So long ago the memory of. the Hon 
faded away iu India, no word remains 
in ordinary vernaculars. The natives 
call them outai-waghs, or camel- 
coloured tigers. 

The Ubiquitous Monkey. 

All over India monkeys run in and 
out the pattern of life. You will see 
them looking in througli your 'window ' 
as you take your chotd-hazri, or 
"little-breakfast;" tliey scamper over 
the root's holding their young in dis- 
tressingly human fashion; sit down 
on their blue or orange pelvic- 
cushions, and perhaps hold up in,, de- 
rision some object they have stolen 
from the table. I heard of one who 
caught a small pig, and, apparently 
struck by a tliouglit, when he heard 
it squeal, took it in his arms and be- 
ga-a twisting Its tail round and 
round like the handle of an oi"gan.
